The  musical  world,  jaded  perhaps  with  all  the  hoopla  over  last  year's  Mozart 
bicentennial,  has  kept  relatively  silent  about  this  year's  crop  of  anniversaries, 
which  include  among  others  Mme.  Cecile  Chaminade  (1857-1944),  composer  of  the 
immortal  "Scarf  Dance".  There  are  two  figures,  however,  whose  year  this  is,  whose 
impact  on  their  contemporaries  and  successors  merits  attention,  Giovanni  Gabrieli 
(1557-1612)  and  Domenico  Scarlatti  (1685-1757).  KPFA  will  honor  them  with  a  pair 
of  programs  annotated  and  produced  by  Mr.  Frank  de  Bellis.  The  first,  devoted  to 
Scarlatti,  will  be  heard  on  Tuesday,  November  26  at  8:30;  the  second,  on  Gabrieli, 
will  be  heard  two  weeks  later. 

In  a  sense  the  two  composers  are  worth  considering  together.  Gabrieli,  inheriting 
from  the  Flemings  who  had  come  to  his  Venice  the  technique  for  creating  rich  masses 
of  sonority  that  make  use  of  the  space  surrounding  the  music  (the  space  within  the 
Basilica  of  San  Marco  and  the  Piazza  outside),  may  be  said  to  have  launched  some 
aspects  of  the  new  Baroque  musical  style.  Scarlatti,  creating  via  his  over  500  key- 
board "essercisi"  a  technique  and  musical  esthetic  that  looked  ahead  to  the  ex- 
pressivity of  later  composers,  seems  to  have  brought  the  Baroque  to  its  culmination. 

A  number  of  "firsts"  are  attributable  to  Gabrieli  and  to  his  uncle  Andrea  whom 
he  succeeded  at  San  Marco:  the  first  laying-out  of  music  in  a  score  that  specified 
the  type  and  number  of  instruments  used;  the  first  indicating  in  manuscript  of  dy- 
namics, loud  and  soft;  the  first  organizing  of  sound  so  that  groups  of  instruments 
echoed  and  answered  one  another  across  a  given  space.  From  this  concept  grew  the 
Italian  concerto  grosso,  and  from  the  latter  in  turn,  the  concerto  as  we  know  it 
today.  His  works  form  one  of  the  cornerstones  for  the  great  musical  re  volution  of 
the  early  1600' s,  which  eventuated  in  opera,  cantata,  oratorio,  and,  indirectly,  in 
most  of  our  present  instrumental  forms. 

As  Gabrieli's  music  pointed  ahead  to  the  development  of  the  Italian  Baroque 
style,  which  in  its  early  years  was  THE  Baroque,  so  are  there  the  seeds  in  Scar- 
of  the  Classicism  of  the  1800* s.  The  clear  formal  procedures  followed  in  each  of 
his  "sonatas",  the  organization  of  modulation  that  crystallizes  in  them  from  previous 
experiments,  is  the  clear  forerunner  of  the  forms  of  Mozart  and  Haydn.  At  the  same 
time,  however,  the  boldness  in  sudden  harmonic  changes,  the  sense  of  color  with 
which  Scarlatti  treated  the  harpsichord,  astounds  the  listener  today  with  its  modernity, 
or  at  least  its  "romanticism".  Gabrieli  and  Scarlatti  can  well  be  bracketed  for  their 
vivid  imagination  and  lively  inventiveness,  the  love  of  the  excitement  of  pure 
sound,  and  the  skill  for  shaping  this  sound  into  a  meaningful  experience,  distin- 
guishes them  both.
